With the construction of a permanent 
name sign at the college entrance, ques- 
tions have arisen about the status of the 
previous wooden framed sign which 
served as both an informational sign and a 

e location identifier. The newly cons- 
tructed brick sign does not incorporate 
provisions for posting information relating 
to various college events. 

Several years ago, the Student Govern- 
ment encumbered monies to help defray 
costs associated with erecting an electron- 
ic (digital), remote-contr sign which 
would alleviate the necessity for Student 
Activities staff to pag sign information 
from outside during inclement weather. 
The apparent thinking of the Student 
Senate at that time, was that such a sign 
would @ the temporary wooden sign 
then in e. Subsequently, design studies 
were undertaken to construct a college 
name sign which would blend with the re- 
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maining campus and the building itself 
Quotations were also sought nationally to 
determine costs of an electronic or digital 
sign. 

Subsequent events revealed some mis- 
understandings between various college 
staff members concerning whether the 
new sign was a replacement for the older 
information sign or serving an entirely dif- 
ferent purpose — with an information sign 
still to be constructed. When only two quo- 
tations came in for an electronic sign (both 
at unrealistically high costs), the new 
name sign had air been designed and 
constructed. Key administrators then met 
with Merryl Sackin (Director of Student Ac- 
tivities), Kathy Meyer (President, Student 
Senate), and others. Following this meet- 
ing, Hyrum Huskey (Dean of Student Af- 
fairs) was tasked with holding a second 
meeting to address the question of wheth- 
er a new informational sign should a'so be 


constructed and, if so, where it should be 
located. Questions were raised about 
whether another sign would be approved 
for construction on town property; whether 
the sign was significantly influential in 
reaching non-campus related persons, 
and whether it should be located on the 
College Drive Rotary instead of at the main 
entrance. However, little definitive evidence 
existed for making an informed decision 
on these questions. A number of sugges- 
tions were also offered concerning loca- 
tion and type of informational sign which 
might be constructed. These, however, 
were opposed by one or other of the var- 
ious parties for o variety of reasons 

On September 23rd, the Deans re- 
viewed the concerns being expressed 
about the absence of an informational 
sign, and determined that, if such a sign 
were to be located on Colrain Road, addi-

Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS) is an important infectious disease 
that has been highly recognized by our 
nation since 1981. It is a mysterious ill- 
ness that impairs the body's ability to fight 
infection. Recent discoveries by a group of 
scientists in France and a group of re- 
searchers in the United States reveals that 
@ retrovirus HTLV-Iil is likely to be one im- 
portant casual factor in the development of 
AIDS. HTLV-Iil is distantly related to HTLV-I 
and HTLV-I, retroviruses that cause various 
skin cancers and lymphomas in humans. 
Tests have been developed to detect the 
presence of antibodies to HTLV-IIl virus 

The test most frequently used is the 
Enzyme-Linked Immunosorbent Assay 
(ELISA), which recently was approved for 
use by the Federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. The fest only indicates exposure to 
the HTLV-II virus. If is not a test for AIDS. if 
an individual decides to be tested, results 
can be obtained two weeks after blood is 
drawn. The result of the test may either be 
negative (no antibody detected) or positive 
(anti-HTLV-Ill_ antibody present). Some 
peopie may be in an ‘incubation period.” 
(Time is needed for a positive test to devel- 
Op after past exposure and subsequent in- 
fection. A persistent negative test over 
many months time may be a truer indico- 
tion of the lack of exposure and infection) 
Some people who are severely ill with AIDS 
a their ability to make antibody to HTLV- 

A positive test result does not necessari- 
ly mean an individual has AIDS or will de- 
velop AIDS or con transmit HTLV-II virus fo 
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others. But it does indicate past exposure 
to HTLV-II. A negative test result means no 
current evidence of exposure. But, because 
the maximum incubation period required 
for antibody production is unknown, that 
individual. might test positive in the future 
and could possibly communicate the virus 
to others. Again, a single negative HTLV-Iil 
screening result does not rule out the pos- 
sibility of exposure. There are various steps 
being taken to prevent the spread of AIDS. 

Avoid having sex with: multiple and 
anonymous partners, high risk partners, or 
partners who have sex with people at risk 
The chances of acquiring AIDS through a 
blood transfusion are extremely small — 
less than one in a million. As the blood test 
for AIDS becomes widely available, even 
this risk should be eliminated. Individuals 
interested in, or interested in being tested, 
can call these toll free numbers or check 
with your physician: 1-800-235-2331, 1- 
800-221-7044, or 1-800-342-AIDS. The 
incidence of the disease is increasing and 
it appears to be spreading. To help fackle 
the various aspects of the AIDS crisis, Gov- 
ernor Michael Dukakis has established the 
Massachusetts Task Force on AIDS. This 
panel, headed by Public Health Commis- 
sioner Bailus Walker Jr., was granted $1.5 
million by the state legislature during 
1984 to study all aspects of the AIDS epi- 
demic. 

Thus, Massachusetts has joined New 
York and California as states that adminis- 
ter funds to the scientists persuing the mys- 
teries of AIDS. Such funding comes as a 
time when there has been a severe 
contraction of funding from the federal 
government. This information has been
